of human suffering and discourage- 
ment, caused not by any'huCm'an being's 
cussedncss or malice, but by a fun- 
damcnial economic tangle which is no 
nearer solution now than it was be- 
fore the inarch began. 


,Whnl Happened to Families 


.When the hunger march was broken 


up, sbme of the marchers were return- 
ed to Ihc land. Ccrlain families went 
back to .the fai'ma they came from; 
day laborers who had never been per- 
manently located were, in some in- 
stances, assigned to farms, But a num- 
ber of families were more or less left 
stranded. 


Some 40 families were dumped down 


at tlio Sweet Home Baptist church, 
owned by negroes. Others were taken 
to a crossroads settlement named Do- 
rena and given a camping place on the

grants from the FSA. Some improvc- 
menl in Ihe situation came a few weeks 
ago, when spring weather started the 
planting of cotton on the plantations 
and made jobs available. But a largo 
number of the 300-odd families involv- 
ed in the march arc still unemployed.

During 
his idle lime, he can't support himself, 
and FSA (or somebody) has to. take 
care of him. By caring for him in 
that idle season, then,-FSA is in effecl 
subsidizing Ihe landlords and their 
low-Wage scale.

Some children are subject to chronic 


disease. A child who has been infect- 
ed early in life with rheumatic fever, 
a child born with damage to the heart, 
or one whose, heart; has •been Infected 
early in life by the presence of some 
other disease is likely to be, all his 
life, more or less delicate. Such a 
child must live his life largely in rela- 
tionship to the heart condition. 


Physicians recognize certa in 'symp- 


toms which are characteristic of such 
cases. For example, fatigue which 
comes on after slight exercise, breath- 
lessness that comes on easily and lasts 
long, a pale or pasty color with blue- 
ness of the lips, a pinched, anxious ex- 
pression, and frequent attacks of dizzi- 
ness should be a warning that the 
heart is not functioning as it should:
